It was 
easy to build branch lines from such :i 
roa'd to tap the Cowichan river valley. 

The continuation of the lino North 
from Stamps' river would run through a 
district of practically unlimited resour- 
ces. The outlook there, in respect of 
future development, utistifying fully im- 
mediate construction of the road. 

The Nuiiaimo-Alberiii road should for 
economic reasons form part of some 
main system preferably the Cape Scott 
extension of the E. & N.

New York, Jan. 13.— Cnpl. Shaw Tay- 
lor, son of an Irish landlord and one 
of the organizers of tin. Irish Land 
conference committee which met in Dub- 
lin recently to draw up a plan for the 
settlement of the Irish land question by 
the sale of land to the tenants, arrived 
here today. He said he believes if the 
la old question is properly handled t he 
whole Irish question can he settled, tho 
Irishmen in the United States will re- 
turn and a new era will open in Ire- 
laud. 



Ottawa, Jan. 13.— (Special.)- It is Ox- 
pected if the United States Congress re- 
moves the duty on coal, an order in 
council will be 'passed here to meet the 
States reduction. 

Washington, Jan. 13.— After the ad- 
joiirmneut of the Senate today the Re- 
publican members of the committee on 
finance held a conference <>S more than 
an hour on various resolutions 'before 
the Senate for the removal of the tariff 
on anthracite coal. They had before 
them the text of the House bill grant- 
ing a rebate id' the anthracite duty tor 
Li months and practically agreed to ac- 
cept it without alteration, if the Demo- 
cratic committeemen could be induced 
to allow it to be reported without delay. 
The opinion was quite unanimous that 
the situation calls for prompt action, 
and the Senate committee will lie call- 
ed together, perhaps, tomorrow after- 
noon, Immediately after the House pars- 
es tho hill. 

The ways and means committee oE 
the United' States House of Representa- 
tives today decided to report a bill pro- 
viding for a rebate equal to the duty 
now imposed on all kinds of coal coining 
from all countries, for a period of one 
year. This bill is a substitute for the 
one introduced by Representative Hill 
(Connecticut), which provided for a re- 
bate until June 30 next. It is stated 
that tlie bill will be called up in the 
House at once. 

The report of the committee submit- 
ted to the House by Chairman Payne 
after recommending the passage of the 
bill, says: "This is an emergency 
measure". Precedents for such legisla- 
tion are found in the Chicago lire and 
the fire at. Eastport, Maine. In these 
cases Congress rebated the duty on 
lumber used in rebuilding the burned 
districts. Whether legislation will in- 
crease the importations or reduce tlie 
price of coal is a question on (which men 
differ. Hut it is all Congress can do in 
the premises, and will satisfy the de- 
mand of many of our citizens. While 
there is a threatened coal famine in 
any part of the country, we cannot turn 
a deaf ear to the cry of the people. The 
committee did not consider it best to 
make any changes in tlie tariff on coal, 
after the period of one year bad ex- 
pired, preferring to bring in this as a 
purely emergency measure and not de- 
siring to go into tlie question of tariff 
revision, even upon this one article. If 
any relict can come to the people from 
such legislation, it will be. amply se- 
. ured in the period provided for the 
bill." 

>St. Louis, ,Mo., Jan. 13.— A special 
from Tuscola, III., says: "About 200 
citizens of this city confiscated ten ear- 
loads of coal at the Illinois Central 
yards yesterday, and it was distributed 
among the sufferers who are out of coal. 
There is not a pound of coal in any of 
the coal yards, and when the people saw 
the loaded ears side-tracked here they 
determined to relieve the situation to 
some extent. Mayor Roberts threw ob- 
stacles in the way. and the board 
<>f health passed a resolution stating it 
was for the preservation of the health 
of tin- people. Business men and bank- 
ers and prominent citizens joined in the 
raid, but the coal seized was paid for, 
a committee being iipjpoiuted to collect 
the money and hold it for the railroad 
company." 

Piskill, N. V., Jan. l:!. -The coal con- 
dition here is serious. Local dealers 
have refused to supply coal to the poor 

i imiss-h r for distribution among the 

needy, and an appeal made today to! 
dealers in Newburg was met by a re- 
fusal to deliver any coal except on or- 
ders from tlie local dealers. One man 
was found today in a dying condition, 
ft is claimed owing to lack of fuel.

—The society of grain 
dealers of the Hamburg Bourse has pub- 
lished the. following notice: "Renewed 
complaints against the inferior quality 
of United States shipments of wheat 
and corn have been made to the Board 
of Managers. The latter, therefore, in- 
tends to again make a protest to the 
United States produce exchange in or- 
der to remedy the evils complained of, 
and to secure strict supervision of 
classification. 

WAR CONTRIBUTION. 

Mr. Chamberlain Arrives at Agreement 
With Mining Men. 

Johannesburg, Jan. 13.— Colonial Sec- 
retary Chamberlain and the leaders of 
the mining community here have ar- 
rived at an agreement in the matter 
of .financial settlement. ' Under this 
agreement tlie Transvaal war contribu- 
tion will amount to $150,000,000.

THE BLOCKADE. 

Castro's Request That It Be Raised Is 
. Discussed. 

London, .Tan. 1.'!.— President Castro's 
request that tlie powers raise the block- 
ade of tho coast of Venezuela is still un- 
der discussion. The Foreign office in- 
clines lo the belief that a suspension of 
the blockade would reduce matters to 
the same status that existed at the he- 
ginning of the dispute, and it appears 
probable that unless an expedient is de- 
vised,! Great Britain will advocate a 
contitluau.ee of the blockade in some 
form. 

Berlin, Jan. 13.— The Foreign Officials' 
here commenting on the,. statement that 
Italy Is supporting President Castro in 
his demand that the powers raise the 
blockade before. commencing negotiations 
nt Washington, say this is quite incredi- 
ble. They also assert that the United 
States has uot askew that the blockade 
be raised. 



■London, Jan. 1-L The Taugler ci) 1 '- 
rosipoudeut of the Morning Load?r re- 
ports ficrions lighting outside of Fez, He 
says the Sultan lias been deioated and 
that he escaped to the Westward. War 
MiuisUr Menebbi, one of the Sultan's 
strongest supporters, was killed. All the 
consuls excepting the British representa- 
tive have left Fez. Fighting among the 
tribes is also proceeding near enough to 
Tangier for the sound of shooting to be 
heard in the city. 

The population of Tangier is nlarm- 
ed and is asking for the protection of 
warships. A local pasha took out a force 
to restore order, but he found it impos- 
sible to proceed ami has returned to 
Tangier. 

In a despatch from Tangier, dated 
.January 13, the correspondent of the 
Times says: "Serious lighting occurreJ 
.today two miles outride of Tangiers. 
(Several hundred tribesmen attacked a 
village defended by only <i0 men. The 
atitaekers were repulsed and four of 
them killed. The lighting may be re- 
sinned at any moment. It does not in- 
volve any danger to Europeans, but it 
allows that the Moorish .government is 
paralyzed by the rebellion, and incapable 
of maintaining order, 

Vienna, Jan. 13.— Tlie Allegmeine 
Zeitung, which is well informed in poli- 
tical matters, expresses apprehension of 
a collision between British and French 
interests in Morocco. Tlie paper says 
that alter the Spanish-American war, 
France and Spain negotiated a special 
arrangement to take common military 
and political action in Morocco, and se- 
cured Italy's neutrality by promising her 
a free hand in Tripoli. "France, irri- 
tated by the disturbance of the balance 
of power in Africa by Great Britain's 
conquest in the Transvaal," says the 
Allegmeine Zeitung, "sees an opportun- 
ity for revenge and the restoration of 
.the 1m In nee of power in Morocco. In 
this connection, Great Britain appears 
.!<> lie isolated unless she obtains the sup- 
port of Germany, whose attitude is un- 
known." 

London, Jan. 13.— The latest advices 
received here from Fez say that with 
the exception of the members of the 
staff of General Sir Hetlry MaoUean, 
commander of tho Sultan's' bodyguard, 
the British residents, including the wo- 
men missionaries, left Fez on January 
S and have since arrived at the Coast. 

'Madrid, Jan. 13. — Fighting its proceed-! 
ing between the troops of the Sultan of 
Morocco and the forces of the 'Pretender 
to the throne, according to a despatch 
received by the Globe from Fez. The 
followers of the Pretender are said to 
he overcoming the Imperial troops. 

The correspondent adds that the iiir 
habitants of Fez have risen against the 
■Sultan and that anxiety reigns at Ra- 
bat, where the inhabitants are in fear 
of an attack by the Pretender's forces. 
The Sultan's representatives at Tangier 
had been ordered to seize cattle and 
despatch reinforcements to the Sultan. 

A despatch from Melilln. Morocco, to- 
day announces that all Kabyle tribes of 
the Taza region have joined the Pre- 
tender. The Sultan's troops, it is added, 
are absolutely undisciplined, and are 
selling their arms and nmmunfition to 
the Pretender, who pays high prices for 
them.

He was a member of the [Ma- 
sonic fraternity and leaves a widow nnd 
two children. The funeral will take 
iplace this afternoon from Hanna's .un- 
dertaking parlors. 



iDuuville, Out., Jan. 13.— Senator 
Lachlan McCalluui, Conservative, died ■ 
this morning at his residence, Stroni- 
uess, Out. 

Lachlan McCallum was born on the- 
Island of Tirce, Argyllshire, Scotland, 
in 1S23, and came to Canada in 1842. 
He was married in 1854 to Priscilla 
Dawson Thew'lis. He was by occupa- 
tion a contractor, shipbuilder and ship- 
owner. He was captain in the Duu- 
ville Naval Company, and commanded 
it at Pj>rt Erie in June, 1S0U, at' the 
time of the Fenian Raid. He was elect- 
ed to the House of Commons in 1807, 
and was defeated in 1872. He sat from 
1871 until 1872 in the legislative as-, 
semhly of Ontario* when he resigned on 
account of the passage of the act abol- 
ishing dual representation.

FROM ANCIENT .DAYS. 

Sand-box Method of Lowering Columns^ 

The use of n sand box under tlie foot 
of a column which is to be lowered slow- 
ly has been proved to be very old by re- 
cent, discoveries in Egypt, mentioned in 
the Engineering Record. Three similar 
ton lis -were found near the pyramid of 
Onnos, all dating 'from about 500 15. t'. 
and only ready for thc interment of a 
mummy. It was a chamber about 17 
feet long feet wide and 10 feet high 
to thc crown of the arched roof of large 
cut stones, fho lirst stone arch of the 
kind on record. The sarcophagus was in 
place, and over it was the heavy lime- 
stone cover slab which was to lie lowered 
when the mummy was in position. This 
stone was 13 feet long. .'! feet thick, and 
just a trifle narrower than tlie tomb 
chamber. It was upheld by six rough 
pillars, in workmanship inferior to the 
other masonry and evidently temporary, 
and had two massive tenons on each side 
ffltillg in vertical slots or niches in the 
walls: These niches were carried down 
about O'/'j feet below the floor of the 
chamber, nnd in them would be placed 
sand to support wooden posts on which 
the weight of the slab, about seventeen 
tons, would come? when the temporary 
mnsonery pillars were removed. Between 
the two niches on each side of the 
chamber a pit was excavated, large 
enough to hold a man, and thc niches 
had opening at different elevations con- 
necting with this -pit. "When it was time 
to lower tho stone, it would only be 
iiecrssary to linve a man enter each pit 
and open these passages one after the 
other iu order to allow the sand to es- 
cape and timber posts to settle rdow 
ly. Such posts wore found in niches of 
the two tombs containing mummies. 
"When the slab was in place the men 
could crawl over it and thus leave 
the chamber.

Sirato little time ago 'the Consolidated 
Lake 'Superior Company got into finan- 
cial d i ill cul ties. The stock of this com- 
pany is quoted on the Now York and 
•I'hfilndelphia exchanges, .and during the 
decent squeeze it came down with a rat- 
tle. The Consolidated 'Lake Superior 
Company is the name of the corporation 
owning and operating the big works at 
Kmrtt -Ste. Marie. The immediate cause 
of its loss of credit was the closfiug 
down of the steel rail mil II. There is no 
duty on (Jteel rails coming into Canada, 
and as a result of the industrial crisis 
in CJermany, German rails could be sold 
fin Canada at a price 'with which the 
Sault factory could not possibly compete. 
'The free trader will of course say that 
this is an advantage 'to Canada; -we get 
our steel rails cheaper. It is certainly 
an advantage to the railway 
companies engaged in construction 
nt the present lime, but where 
•he advantage to Canada comes 
iu we do not exactly see. In the first 
■place Canadian commerce and Canadian 
labor lose the cost of construction of the 
IJeraiian rails altogether, and 'Canadian 
ml; nos lose so much of their market for 
raw nnaterial. In rthe second place, the 
•condition of great cheapness of imported 
rails is a purely temporary matter; but 
if in the meantime the Canadian rail in- 
dustry lias gone do ■smash, Canada may

Till! trestle lit the west end of Swan 
Ijiiike, carrying tho 12-Ineb main, was also 
renewed -th.s year: as little as possible 
has been done in connection wifh tho 
main pipes and head works, as 111 Hu» 
event of any addition being made to 
men us of supply, anything done now 
would lie of no further use. 

Fifteen hundred yards of new clean sand 
were placed In the tiller beds last sum- 
mer: Un- sand, which was of very good 
Ui.n'ity, was obtained from Mr. I'lercy's 
pi; oil flu' East Saanlcih road, at no great 
ilistnnee from the Alter beds. The Utter 
beds continue to do their work well nnd 
keep up the mala supply of filtered water, 
even during the hottest mouths. 

From all nppenrances there Is an ample 
supply of water in the lakes for ninny 
rears to come, but the means or conveying 
it. to t'lie city nre being rapidly outgrown, 
and as the city extends this trouble will, 
Increase.

arc .supplied only with a half-Inch pipe, 
the friction on which naturally diminishes 
(the pressure, and very few of them are 
supplied with tanks of sufficient capacity 
to carry them over 2-1 hours. With all' 
due respect to those people who have built 
their bouses nt such an elevation. If 
seems hardly fair to expect that they 
should be supplied with an ei|iial pressure 
at all times; to have Hicir tanks Oiled up 
once a day and supplied during certain' 
flours with water for sprinkling is, I sub- 
mit, all that should lie expected. 

Al .stand pipe on the highest point near 
Judge Martin's residence, although not 
very sig'htly, would give an ample nnd 
regular pressure all over the high-level 
district; such a stand-pipe, loo feet lil^'h 
-and feet In diameter, with a capacity 
<.f 250.000 gallons, would cost, Including 
un Independent supply-pipe, approximately 
$23,000. nnd would be .supplied by the: 
I'lVtes street pump during the night time. 

There is still another alternative, which. 
Judging from the articles and reports in 
i lie various technical magazines, Is com- 
lliB more and more Into favor, namely, 
meters: I am confident that, were the 
whole town metered, the question of ln- 
< leased means of supply could lie shelved 
c'or funny years to conic; and lu most of 
Hie American cities this Is t'he plan being 
followed, putting a comparatively small 
amount of money Into meters, instead of 
a large amount Into mains, and then have 
lo come t., ihe meters after all. With! 
«". cry service metered, each man only pays 
for What be gets, not, as under the ••Jlat/ 
rate," the honest consumer paying for tho 
oishoiiest; one, ami as a loak-dcteetor the 
muter 1,* automatic, and one of the best; 
results would bo that plumbing would he- 
of a better class, and all defects would 
lie remedied at once. Under the Hat rate 
.system, unless absolutely enforced, tlio 
owners of particularly the cheaper elasa 
of houses care little or nothing how much 
water Is wasted by defective, plumbing; 
but when water wasted from this cause 
h:i* to be paid for. It Is a very different' 
question. After the meters are Installed 
the rates can lie so adjusted that I am sure 
a larger revenue would be- obtained, and 
no higher, if as high, rates charged than, 
at present ; under our 'present rates a 
four-roomed house would be allowed J.ooo 
gallons of water per month for (!0 cents, 
al' over that amount to be paid at thei 
rate of 1(1 cents per 1,000 gallons. Surely

A few weeks ago, following the time- 
honored custom, the Ontario Government 
forwarded to F. E. A. Evanturel, tho 
member for Pi-escott, tho beautifully 
curved and upholstered chair that he 
was wont to occupy with so much grace 
and dignity while speaker of tho legis- 
lature. i t j, as a i,. ea( jy i, ecil replaced 
by one almost of the same design, and 
it in turn will go to the next gentleman 
who presides over the deliberations of 
the House, when his term of office ehall 
have expired. 

Since confederation seven members of 
the legislature, for a long or shorter 
period, have had the distinguished honor 
of being the first commoner of the pro- 
vince, and as far as is known each one 
lias claimed find lias been granted his 
right to the speaker's chair. 

The names are as follows, and doubt- 
less the most cherished possession o' 
their families is the speaker's chair; 
Hon. John Stevens (Lennox), B. W. 
Scott (Ottawa), now secretary of State 
in the Dominion d louse; Hon. George 
James ICurrie (.Midland), lion Rupert 
iMeurs Wells (Sout Bruce), Charles 
Clarke (Centre Bruce), now clerk of the 
legislature; Jacob Baxter, Thomas Bal- 
Inntyno (South Perth), and the last 
speaker. Hon. Mr. Evanturel. 

There, is a little bit of interesting his- 
tory, too, .attached to maces that have 
been used by Ihe parliaments of Ontario 
and of "Upper Canada. These insignia 
of authority— there have boon four of 
thorn since this part of British North 
America has had a legislative body- 
have had eventful careers. The first 
mace was made of pine or some other 
kind of wood, painted red unci gilded, 
•i lid was first used by Governor Simcoo 
in opening the dirst (parliament at Ni- 
agara. I. titer, when the seat of govern- 
ment was moved to York, it was used for 
a short 'time, and in 1813, when the 
troops of the United States captured 
and sacked the town, it became part of 
the spoils of war, and how finds n rest- 
ing place in the United Staes Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, together with 
a British ensign and a speaker's wig, 
captured at the same time. 

After the American war another mace 
was bought, but what has .become of 
it no one seems to know. The third 
mace was a costly affair. It was pur- 
chased at the time of the union of the 
Cnnndas in 1SJ5. nt a cost of £500 
sterling, and was a facsimile of the 
one used in Ihe British House of Com- 
mons at the time. Three times it 
narrowly escaped dost ruction by fire, 
and at the time of the big riot in Mont- 
real it also came within an ace of be- 
ing either lost or destroyed, At con- 
federation it was taken lo Ottawa, nnd 
is now used in the House of Commons 
there.

Over a Million Dollars of In 
vested Capital Is Rep- 
resented. 



An important mining convention will 
open this' morning at the parliament 
buildings, at which u huge number ol 
delegates from Atlin will be present to 
discuss the existing mining laws, trans* 
portation and other (nictations. The ob- 
jects ol the convention are purely of a 
business nature; there is no political 
question involved, the igentleuien inter- 
ested having only the mining interests 
of their district at heart; but these they 
consider of such importance as to claim 
the earnest attention of the govern- 
ment, and of the merchants of Victoria.

It. B. Skinner, one of the delegates, 
thus expresses himself regarding the 
present laws and suggested amend- 
ments: 

"Having devoted the greater portion 
of my time during the pas-t six years 
to the mining industry, and having "visit- 
ed a large portion of this province in- 
vesting my money in a good many dis- 
tricts, I feel -justified in expressing my 
views regarding the present mining laws, 
which, I believe, for the best interests 
of the country, should bo changed at 
the next session of the Legislature. 1 
believe that deputations will wait on the 
-Mining committee with the object in 



so-called miners who are nothing more 
or leas than "jumpers," TookLBlg to see 
who they can get money from for noth- 
ing. If I stake a lease today and if 
the Gold Commissioner recommends it, 
the Government grants the same, re- 
serving to individual miners who inay 
owu claims within the limits of the 
boundary of this lease the right to 
work or" dispose of such claims as they 
see fit. 

"Now I do not propose to ask the Gov 
eminent to take away the rights of any 
one, but I do think when tho owner 
of such a claim finds that he cannot 
work his ground so as to make it pay 
and accordingly abandons it, that it 
should revert to my lease and not bo 
open for relocation, possibly years after, 
I consider that the pioneors of a new 
mining district should receive every pos- 
siblo protection. For this reason leases 
should not be granted until the Gov- 
ernment is satisfied that the ground 
could not be worked profitably by indi- 
vidual miners, but once the ground is 
granted to a company untler hydraulic 
leases, then the company should be pro- 
tected and not be allowed to bo held 
up by parties who might relocate claims 
that had been abandoned years before. 

••The company which I represent owns 
four leases on Pine creek in Atlin dis- 
trict, upon which we have expended, up 
to the present time, nearly $160,000, 
and wo have suffered very severely 
through the same cause, and I do think 
that claims that were staked over four 
years ago should not be granted fun- 
ther lay-overs, but that tho owners 
should be compelled to W0i*kj them. 

",U Any of these claims nro unworl; 
able under present conditions then they 
should not be regarded us placer claims, 
and the hydraulic company owning th 
lease should be jgiveu an opportunity to 
work the ground." 

Discussing the suggested changes in 
the mining laws to meet conditions in 
Atlin, the Ashcroft Journal says: 

"In our opinion the crown granting 
of hydraulic leases is a move in the 
right direction, • and the sooner it be- 
comes law the better will we be satis- 
fied. The principal objection, it is under- 
stood, lies in [he opposition that crown 
grants upon hydraulic ground would 
have the tendency to tie up valuable 
auriferous ground and thereby retard 
development. This phase of the ques- 
tion does not seriously appeal to us, as 
ample provision might be made and 
conditions imposed whereby such a con- 
tingency would be reduced to a min- 
imum. In the first place, a money 
payment should not be accepted in lieu 
of development work, and, in the second 
place, the amount of the development 
work should be equal to such a money 
value as to practically eliminate the 
possibility of property being tied up for 
purely speculative purposes. Again, the 
annual tax could be made to do its 
share in providing against the contin- 
gency; this could be bused and imposed 
according to the amount of work actual 
ly performed." 

•PBOSPJSCTS Alihl BRIGHT. 
"Prospects for the Atlin gold fields 
never looked brighter than at the present 
time," says the annual report of the 
Atlin Board of Trade, reviewing the 
past progress and the present outlook of 
the camp. "Tho determined prosecution 
Of work on all sides and the energy dis- 
played throughout the district proclaims 
the approacli of a very busy season. 
Long-standing litigation over properties 
is practically a thing of tho past, and 
matters are assuming a normal condi- 
tion. Justice is promptly administered, 
and interference with another's rights 
by jumping is fast dying out. 

"Atlin has reached a stage of develop- 
ment in which the question of season no 
longer requires to be taken into ac- 
count. Very large areas of drLft.ng 
ground have of late been opened up, of- 
fering employment to miners the whole 
year round."

INSTANT DEATAH 



Milton Edgson Accidentally Shot 
Through the Heart on 
Shetland's Farm. 



The body of Milton Edgson, a popular 
young resident of Duncans, was found 
on tho farm of Mr. J. Shopland, a few 
miles out of the city, yesterday morn- 
ing, with a bullet wound in the heart, 
which must have caused instantaneous 
death. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
tragic ending of a highly esteemed 
young man who had many acquaintances 
in Victoria, are, briefly, these: He had 
been spending Ids holidays with Ian St. 
Olair and other friends, and on Mon- 
day evening obtained a gun from tho 
residence of Mr, John Shopland, intend- 
ing to go on a hunting jaunt. He could 
not have gone very far when the dread- 
ful accident which cut short his career 
occurred, us the body was found but n 
short distance away. Fears for his 
safety were not aroused until his fail- 
ure to return to the home of Mr. St. 
Clair on Monday evening. Yesterday 
morning a search .party was organized. 
The poor fellow was found lying along- 
side a fence on the farm of Mr. Shop- 
land, stone dead, a bullet wound in ills 
left breast ami a gun, muzzle towards 
the body, lying near him, telling the 
story. It was plain that in attempting 
to get over the fence the gun. which he 
pushed over butt forwards, had explod- 
ed, killing him instantly. 

Coroner Hart was at once notified, 
and an inquest will be held this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

.Deceased, who was about 2-> years ot 
nge, was a son of Wilton Edgson, of 
Duncans. Mr. dlenry Fry. ('. K, is a 
brother-in-lnw. lie, and a brother, who 
were the main support of the family, 
v.. re thoroughly accustomed to hunting 
nad being in the woods, which makes his 
supposed carelessness all the more inex- 
plicable.

alive to Victoria's Interest, always ready 
to Improve her position, showing every de- 
sire to increase her business opportunities, 
and ready to render service for ttie better- 
ment of Victoria's citizens, and bis record 
during his office as Mayor has proved that 
the opposition to his election Is without 
reason. Continuity in office Is always a 
deslrablo thing, both in regard to paid and 
unpaid offleiuU. There Ls not an Alderman 
elected who does not ask to be returned 
.because of hLs former services: aud If It 
Is a valuable thing for a city that Alder- 
men should have longer terms of office, It 
is doubly so that the Mayors should be 
elected for ttie same reason. If ho had 
I. ecu an Incapable Mayor one year would 
have been too much, but ability, shrewd- 
ness, business tact, diplomacy and the 
dignified manner In which our Mayor lias 
served us, at least entitles him to the term 
of office lie desires. The Mayor's connec- 
tion with the exhibition is made an argu- 
ment against his re-election. Speaking to 
one of the gentlemen connected with our 
exhibition, 1 asked for an explanation of 
the deficit mid the relationship of the 
Mayor In regard to the financial condition 
of the Institution. He Informed me that 
tlie Mayor hud nothing whatever to do 
wild matters of DnancD: that the board of 
management of the exhibition, comprised 
of over -10 members, were divided into ten 
committees, ami the chairmen of tho ten 
committees were the executive, and tlds 
executive was entirely responsible for the 
working and spending of the funds of the 
association, anil that one of Miemcmbcrs of 
tie committees asking power lo be given 
ttie Mayor to lllltllloiize the expenditure lu 
regard to pens for cattle. Tills wits refused 
by the executive, as that power was Invest- 
ed lu the finance committee only. Thin Is 
clear proof that the Mayor had no hand 
In connection wltli tiho deficit. The real 
reason I was given to understand for the 
deficit, was that the Increased number of 
entries by reason of the Victoria Fair fol- 
lowing tho one held on the .Mainland, de- 
manded an expenditure in stnbling.l cattle 
and sheep pens, and stands of a sum close 
on $1,500, and the taking away of extra 
prizes amounting to over §1,000, and the 
fact that whereas last, year S1.300 was re- 
ceived for advertising in the catalogue, 
there was only tills) year a sum of $100,' 
and that this really represented the 
amount of ttie deficit of the year. This Is 
ample proof of the- weakness of Alderman 
Mcl'andless' argument, and the falsity of 
the statements made lu charging the Mayor 
with the losses of the exhibition. The 
menu despicable argument against tliv' 
'Mayor's action In regard to the sending 
of the congratulatory telegrams has In- 
censed the public against Alderman Me- 
Citmlless to a degree that will surprise him 
on Thursday evening. It was well known 
that It was Vancouver's Intention to get 
ahead of our city by sending telegrams to 
the Colonial Secretary.

is Good 



So Medical Health Officer De- 
clares In His Annual 
Report. 



Condemns the Box Drains and 
Makes Important Re- 
commendations. 



The Medico] Health Otlicer nnd the 
'Sanitary Officer, at the last regular 
meeting of the City Council, submitted 
their reports for the year 1902. The 
former states that the general health of 
the city is good. He expresses the be- 
lief that the numerous eases of diph- 
theria and scarlet fever are due, to a 
largo extent, to the box drain system. 
Improvements to tin; isolation hospital 
are recommended, as is also the- pro- 
viding of a medical ward at the rear 
of the police station, to permit of prompt 
attention to emergency cases. Dr. Rob- 
ertson favors, also, arranging for an 
emergency ambulance to be placed at 
the command of the police otucials. Ho 
states that, every precaution is being 
taken to prevent" the introduction here 
of the dread bubonic plague. The sani- 
tary otlicer, Mr. Wilson joins Dr. Itob- 
ertnon in condemnation of the box 
drains. The reports of both officers are 
as follows: 

REPORT OF MEDICAL HEALTH 
OFFICER, 
Victoria, B. C, 81st December, 1002. 
His Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Victoria:— 

Gentlemen,— I beg to submit the an- 
nual report for the year 1002. 

The general health of the city during 
the past 12 months has been good, there 
being at no time a tendency to an out- 
break or epidemic of contagious or in- 
fectious diseases. 

In all, there have been reported S."> 
eates of diphtheria, with three deaths, 
and 4S cases oi scarlet fever with a 
mortality of nil. 

Typhoid fever has existed, but there 
have been only a small number lUTl- 
known), with no deaths. 

The other exanthemata have given no 
trouble, and as medical men are rarely 
called in, the number of cases cannot 
l>e ascertained. 

We had only one case of smallpox, 
but prompt measures checked the occur- 
rence of further trouble. 

Box-drains are still held responsible

News or her safety was received in \ ic- 
toria yesterday morning in private ad- 
vices from 'Sua Francisco, for several 
Victorians were financially interested in 
her arrival.

'Stevenson cruised to the South seas, is 
now one of the schooners of the Victoria 
Sealing Company, anil Capt. Jaeobsen 
has latterly been anxious to operate u 
schooner independently of the company 
— hence the purchase of the Rainbow. 

The Rainbow, then known as the 
Teaser, was launched lit tiiis port in 
1884 by Cinpt. William I.Moore, the fath- 
er of Skngway. She was intended for 
the Fruser river run, hut became finan- 
cially involved a year after she was 
built, and neglecting all formalities, she 
steamed away for Petl'Opaulofski, ne- 
glecting all accounts due against her. 
As the steamer was obliged to stop for 
fuel, however, she fell into the hands of 
the sheriff.

Heavy Cargo Taken Out by the Steamer 
lyo Maru — Liners Due. 

Steamer lyo Maru, of the Nippon 
Yuscn Kaisha line, Capt. Hutler, sail- 
ed from the outer wharf yesterday for 
the Orient, carrying a heavy cargo, of 
which the shipments of cotton formed 
the largest part. The tolal consign- 
ment consists of 7,100 bales of a total 
value exceeding ^400,000. The Iyo's 
next largest shipment was of flour— 75,- 
O0O sacks. 'Phe value of this shipment 
is about $05,000.

"A COFFIN SH IP." 

Sailors Allege That to Be the Desiglia 
tion of Schooner Sequoia. 

Because they claimed she was a "cof- 
fin ship," the crew of the four-masted 
schooner Sequoia, lumber laden from 
Scuttle to .Manila, deserted to the last 
jack when that port wits reached on De- 
cember 1. Advices reached this city 
yesterday, giving the bare details of the 
incident, and at the lime the commis- 
sioners of the port were preparing to 
make an official examination, to see if 
tho complaint of the crew was well 
grounded. 

The Sequoia carried a cargo of ."500,- 
000 feet of lumber, consigned to the At- 
lantic Gulf iV.- Pacific Pucking company, 
of 'Manila. The net of the sailors in 
deserting the craft is astounding to Seat- 
tle mariners and their charges that the 
Sequoia was a leaky old tub is- equally 
so, for the craft has generally been con- 
sidered as uood as the average. 

This is not the Iirst time that' the 
schooner has been in trouble, for it was 
only Inst full that she sprang a leak at 
sea nild reached port with more water 
in her hold than is ordinarily safe. How- 
ever, it was explained that the terrific 
pounding from the elements was the 
cause id' the leak, and not from any 
defect in the vessel itself. 

It is unusual that this case should 
be the second within two weeks where 
vessels from Seattle have been deserted 
in Pacific ports, and from the same 
complaint that they were "coffin ships."
